"My work took me all over Loudou In 


a way tbat enabled me to know It. No 
ono can get an adequate notion of Lon- 
don and its worshipers by going to hear 
any of Us great preachers, or by/ running 
up and down town for a few Sundays. 
By adopting the system of embracing the 
entire city, iu our travels wo saw it, as a 
whole, as perhaps it has never been seen 
before from a religious standpoint. Lon- 
don was divided, according to our plan, 
luto eleven districts. We took movable 
houses with ns. That Is, we had the 
frames ol three buildings and all tlio 
materlalspf two buildings, sothatby judi- 
cious and skillful management, while 
preaching was going on lu one another 
building was going up in tbo district to 
which we were Intending to go next. 
Altogether wo were three wcclts In Lon- 
don. What struck me as amazing was 
the amount ol work done by religious 
societies. What attracted my notice es- 
pecially was the number ot societies com- 
posed ot policemen, and the fact that tbe 
policemen's societies aro Invited to the 
drawing-rooms of the nobility where 
meetings are held. 


"What do the policemen do at these 


meeting? "Obi, It Is a regular religious 
meeting, where tho Scriptures are read 
und a Bible lesson is given, prayer Is of- 
fered and hymns arc sung. The meetings 
arc hold In the evening. I know there 
aro COO policemen 
who 
belong 
to 


these societies and attend th e relig- 
ious meetings. Then, too," 
continued 


Mr. Moody, "there nre similar societies of 
railroad men, shop girls and factory 
girls. Since I was iu England, ton 
years ago, there has been the great- 
est Imaginable change lu the way of wip- 
ing out class distinctions In religious 
matters. 
It seems as though the people 


of rank and wealth are straining every 
nerve to elevate the poor. In various lo- 
calities If there is uo life la the estab- 
lished church some man puts up a chapel 
of his own.

THE BOUBBON POW-WOW. 


Saturday Night on the Square— 


,' Begging Speeches by the 


Democrats. 


After waiting a period of nine doj'B af- 


ter the adjournment of tbo Chicago cir- 
cus, in order to have ample time to search 
about and drum np a crowd, the bosses 
of the local democracy gathered on the 
old square Saturday i^ight at the sound 
of the kettle-drum and proceeded to ratify 
the nomination of Veto Cleveland and the 
old relic, Tom Hendricks. The managers 
arranged for the firing of giant powder, 
a display of second-hand firoworks(boiieht 
at reduced prices), electric light on a bar- 
ber pole in the center of tho old square, 
and music by the Goodman and Hibernian 
bands. The crowd was one of respecta- 
ble size, made so chiefly by the large num- 
ber of Republican voters with their Indies 
who came out to see what sort of o jam- 
boree tho office-hungry niosnbacks were 
going to have auyhow. The bosses took 
possession of o couple of drnya standing 
near tbe St Nicholas hotel, and B. K. 
Durfee, chairman of tbe county commit- 
tee, called tbe met-ting to order. The 
speakers were Charles A. Ewing, of De- 
cfltur; Hon. John K. Eden, of Sullivan, 
democratic nominee for Congress iu tbe 
17th district; James M. Graham, of Ni- 
antic, who is put forward by the bosses 
as a candidate for representative ; Cliarles 
J. Hartley, a machinist at'Wnrreu &, Dur- 
fee's wooden tray factory, uud Judge W. 
E. Nelson. For some unknown reiison 
I. A. Buckingham wna rv't c>illod upon, 
although he wns down on the programme. 


Each speaker made a special effort to 


arouse enthusiasm among the faithful, 
but with the exception o£ a few "cut calls" 
by the small boys, there was no cheering 
worthy of mention, and the meeting 
passed oil' gloomily. Mr. Eden made a 
pitiful appeal for "a change," the old cry, 
and made his old attack on tho Eepubli- 
can party, same as the Knights of the 
Golden Circle and the Copperheads did 
in Moultrie and Coles counties when the 
war for the preservation of tho Union was 
raging, and when somo of the office hun- 
gry democrats of 
to-day '.vere doing 


everything in their power to disorganize 
the Union forcea and aid- the rebels. Mr. 
Eden pointed to Cleveland as the reform 
leader and begged his audience to unite 
with tho "solid south" for a change in the 
administration of public affairs. He said: 
"The past is dead, let us look at the pres- 
ent and to the future. Give us a change." 
That's just what the hungry office seeking 
northern democrats and tho solid south 
want, and the sooner they get "a change" 
tbe happier they will feel. 


Mr. Ewing devoted his remarks to an 


arraignment o£ the Republican party, 
though he started out by saying that the 
meeting was a ratification gathering and 
not for the purpose of discussing political 
questions. The other speakers followed 
.in the same strain, but tbey couldn't talk 
without abusing the party in power. They 
had but little to say of the wonderful 
public record and experience of Veto 
Cleveland, and that little was ohielly a 
string of thin excuses for ba'nging two 
Irishmen while be was sheriff at Buffalo, 
and for vetoing bills drawn in tbe interest 
of tho public good and the laboring men, 
while governor of New York. 


The meeting closed at about 10 o'clock. 


It is safe to say that tho ratification did 
not make any new converts. Tbe elec- 
tion will show that tho Republicans will 
profit by all such Bourbon gatherings. 
Give us a few more Cleveland meetings 
and Macon county will go Republican by 
a thousand majority.
